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Napoleon and the Germans. 

The following firstrale hit of the recent 
conference between tho Prince Regent of 
Prussia and the Emperor of the French, we 
copy from the London Punch. The wolf is 
Napoleon; the big dog, the Prince Regent 
of Prussia ; the little dogs, the petty Ger- 
man Princes ; and the sheep, the German 
people : 

My little dears, there was once a French 
Wolf— very gray, and greedy, and lean, and 
sly. Near the wood in which he lived gra- 
zed a large flock of sheep, in the charge of 
a great many small dogs, who were always 
snarling, and bhing, and quarreling among 
themselves.

There was one large dog in 
particular, called "Prince," who had long 
warned tne rest of the pack of the common 
danger to all from the old Wolf, and had 
clone his best to make them agree better ; 
" for .so sure," said he, " as tin* Wolf suc- 
ceeds in keeping us at loggerheads, he will 
take us, one bv one, without difficulty, and 
when he has ealeu us up he will have his 
own way with the sheep." But they would 
not mind his words, and some of them 
growled at him, and said he was a traitor, 
and only wanted to get the sheep to him- 
self and that the Woll was an honest beast, 
and' loved the small dogs, and would do the 
Sheep no harm. The Wolf, knowing that if 
he could only succeed in gaming over t e 
bicdog Prince he might easily master the 
small curs one by one, was always very po- 
lite to Prince, and used to send him civil 
messages, inviting him to take council 
with htm, for the benefit of the other dogs, 
and the sheep. For a long time the big 
do" only growled and trotted the other 
way whenever he saw the Wolf making 
towards him. But at last, finding the Wolf 
would take no denial ol his invitations, 
he sent him a letter, promising to meet 
him The Wolf was delighted, and said 
to his cubs, " Now I have the big dog at 
last " And off ho trotted to the place of 
meeting.

to no their work so pleasantly and SO easi- 
ly What a snaine it is that the poor little 
beasts should bo so bard worked and kept 
out in all weatheis, guarding their Sheep 
rom the wicked wolves that surround 
them. Now you are a great dog, and very 
Urcng. Suppose you look the work he 
.mail dogs nil their hands, and kept all the 
Bbeap yourself. They might sleep in the 
BUD, and you and I would take care they had 
i.'Hiity of nice bones and paunches; ami 
\ eanwhile we would guard the sheep |0-

kind you are | Here are all the small dogs 
j„*t inside the gale.

inside the old castle, began to yelp and 
laugh, and lo wag their tails, and to set up! 
cry of " How very kind you are, dear Woll 
to think of taking the charge of our sheep 
oil" our hands !" So the Wolf, seeing his 
plot was detected, sneaked ofT with his 
tail between his legs, and from that time 
the small dogs knew that Prince was their 
true friend, and were jealous of him no 
longer, and made up their own quarrels, 
and the Wolf was fain to keep his designs 
against the sheep in the dark, till he could 
find a better time for putting them in exe- 
cution. 

The Empress Josephine and Her Stir 
—Mr. Isaac Butt, in his recent " History of 
Italy from the abdication of Napoleon," thus 
traces the influence of the Empress Jose- 
phine's fortunate star: 

"The treaty of the llth of April, 1814, 
had stipulated for the preservation of all the 
private properties of the princes and prin- 
cesses of the family of Napoleon, and more- 
over for a suitable establishment for Prince 
Eugene from resources independent of 
France. The influence of the King of Ba- 
varia and the friendship of Alexander were 
sufficient to ensure, at the Congress of Vi- 
enna, that in favor of Eugene these stipula- 
tions should be magnificently fulfilled. 
Private agreements amply provided for Ins 
endowment. In affluence and rank he was 
left without reason to complain. In addi- 
tion to the fortune which he carried with 
him from Italy, he received from Bavaria 
the revenues and the title of the princi- 
pality of Eichstadt. A few years later he 
was elevated to the rank of an Austrian 
prince, with the title of Duke of Leuchten- 
berg. He died in 18'24. His children have 
already taken their place among the royal 
families of Europe. The destiny that was 
said to have been mysteriously attached to 
the fortunes of Josephine would seem to 
have followed her descendants, and in them 
alone is royalty preserved among the rela- 
tives of Napoleon. Of the daughters of 
Euyene, one became Queen of Sweden, 
another is still Empress Dowager of Brazil. 
His eldest son married Donna Maria, the 
Portuguese Queen. His second, who bore 
on the death of his brother tlie title of Duke 
of Leuchtenburg, became the husband of a 
Russian Grand Duchess; and it is within 
the range of possibility that a descendant of 
Josephine may yet occupy the throne of the 
Czars." 

Probable Origin op the Word Hum- 
bug.— Among the many issues of base coin 
which, from time to time, were made in Ire- 
land, there was nono to bo compared in 
worthlessness to that made by .James II., at 
the Dublin Mint. It was com'posed of any- 
thing on which he could lay his hands, such 
as lead, pewter, copper, and brass, mid so 
low was its intrinsic value that twenty shill- 
ings of it was worth only two pence .sterling. 
Wlliiom III., a few days after the battle of 
Boyne, ordered that the crown piece and half 
crown should be taken as one penny ami one 
half penny, respectively. The soft, mixed 
metal of which that worthless coin was. com- 
posed, was known among the Irish as (Jim 
bug, pronounced Oombug, i. e.. soft copper, 
i. e., worthless money; and in the courso of 
their dealings the modern use of the word 
humbug took its rise, ns in the perfect phrase, 
'• That's a piece of wmbug." " Don't think to 
pass off your uimbugon me." Hence the 
word humbug came to be applied to every- 
thing that bad a spurious appearance, or 
which was, in reality, spurious. It is cu- 
rious to note that the very opposite of hum- 
bug, i. e. false metal, is the word .sterling, 
winch is also taken from a term applied tu 
the truo coinage of Great Britain, as sterling 
coin, sterling worth, etc.

The Mlnea. 
The news brought down by the Wilson 
G. Hunt on Wednesday, is on the whole 
very encouraging. The only discouraging 
feature is the commercial one — the supply- 
ing of the Rock Creek mines from the 
Dalles. The glowing accounls of rich dig- 
gings in that quarter may attract large 
numbers of miners to leave the northern 
and middle mines in hopes of striking 
lucky leads on the Similkameen or Rock 
Creek. The supply of provisions and min- 
ing implements, being drawn chiefly from 
the Dalles, may therefore interfere with our 
market. But we view the consequent loss 
of trade as nothing more than a temporary 
drawback. As soon as Collectors of Cus- 
toms are installed on the frontier, and the 
duties collected at the market value, a favor- 
able change for our merchunts is likely to 
occur. The visit of His Excellency Gov- 
ernor Douglas to British Columbia at this 
juncture will no doubt have a very ex- 
cellent effect in affording him a personal 
opportunity to judge of the character of 
those measures calculated to turn the trade 
hither. The construcliun of Dewdney's 
trail will doubtless engage his immediate 
attention, and no obstacle, we presume, will 
be allowed to impede its completion. 
When this road is done and the duties col- 
lected, the bulk of the trade will, as for- 
merly, pass through Victoria and reach the 
mines by the river route. 

Should it, as some suppose, turn out that 
the Dalles can successfully compete with 
merchandise supplied via Dewdney's trail, 
we see no ground for any very serious 
alarm. The financial resources of British 
Columbia would, either way, be very sensi- 
bly augmented ; and the disposiliou of the 
funds so raised, in constructing and im- 
proving trails lo other sections would have 
a salutary effect. Hitherto the hopes of the 
country were directed to the middle and 
northern mines. The accounts still con- 
tinue favorable from them. Quesnelh- dig- 
gings have not proved a disappointment. 
They yield handsomely. The immigration 
to Rock Creek may divqrt some of the white 
population, and leave the placers chiefly in 
the hands of Chinamen. But when the 
Rock Creek mercury falls a little— the ex- 
citement subsides— and miners settle down 
quietly to work their claims, the northern 
and middle mines will have an augmented 
white population again occupying the old 
diggings. The unsettled state of trade in 
mining communities is more easily predict- 
ed than avoided. The mining population 
is floating; the report of new gold discove- 
ries attacks them like an epidemic; and 
they leave in such numbers that good min- 
ing localities are often nearly bare of popu- 
lation. Others, disappointed with the new 
discoveries, find their way to the partially 
deserted diggings, and contentedly and suc- 
cessfully work them. The running " to and 
fro," however, opens up and explores the 
country, and a temporary chango in the 
channels of trade soon disappears in the 
more general prosperity. 

Had it not been for Washoe silver mines 
and the unfortunate mule-tax — but more 
especially the former— our mining popula- 
tion last spring WOtltd have been very sensi- 
bly Increased, attracted by the glowing 
accounls spread abroad last fall about Quos- 
nelle river. We view, therefore, the rush 
to Rock Creek as a fortunate i vent lor 
the country. Nothing could demonstrate 
the wide distribution of gold ill paying 
quantities better. It is a matter placed en- 
tirely beyond doubt, that the whole of Brit- 
ish Columbia is highly auriferous. This 
truth being fully confirmed from multiplied 
sources of information, will bo widely dis- 
tributed abroad, and we ait) confident that it 
will attract a larger population than over to 
our mines; and whatever temporary draw- 
bucks may bo experienced ut present, will 

be amply compensated for in the future. 

At no period In our history did the pros- 
pects of the mines appear 10 favorable lis at 
present. The extent, and richness of the 
gold mines are Nettled ; the existence of 
valuable silver ore is confirmed ; the popu- 
lation is steadily increasing ; the improve* 

rjienl OI the truiU anil the construction of 
lio w roads are piO|}r«tmiiig ; easier access to 
the minus carries cheaper piovisions m the 
interior ; the cimulit) condition of the gov- 



ernment itself is gradually assuming shape 
and form; the loud complaints of mal- 
administration arc becoming more unfre- 
qiient ; and everything betrays a more 
healthy tone. Far more might have been 
accomplished had there been a more liberal 
and progressive administration ; but as 
physical obstacles are overcome, it is fair 
to predict that governmental torpidity will 
cease, and a new era be inaugurated. 



The Stuket Rencontre. — Wm. Kelly, 
Esq , barrister, from Fort Yale, B. C, ap- 
peared in the Police Court yesterday morn- 
ing to answer a^charge of assaulting Capt. 
J. W. Torrens, on Government street, the 
day previous. H. P. P. Crease, Esq., ap- 
peared for complainant, and Mr. Kelly con- 
ducted his own case. The complainant 
gave an account of the affair, and claimed 
that ha had been assaulted by defendant. 
Henry Morris, fruit-vender, swore to hearing 
Kelly say to Torrens,—" I have struck you 
and you havn't pluck enough to resent it." 
Saw Kelly strike Torrens with a cane; the 
parties were clinched before the blow was 
struck ; did not know who clinched first. 
James W. Trahey Hwore to seeing the 
difficulty ; Kelly said to Torrens—" You are 
a slanderer, a coward and a liar!" Torrens 
then caught hold of defendant by the sleeve 
and lore his coat. He asked defendant 
what he meant f Saw Kelly raise his stick 
and heard him say to Torrens—" Let me go 
or I'll strike; did not see a blow struck on 
either side. Captain Torrens said that when 
belaid hold of Kelly it was to prevent further 
assault. Judge Pemberton said the charge 
of assault was not proven; but inasmuch 
as vile and improper language had been 
used by defendant, he should bind Mr. Kelly 
over in his own recognizances for £!00, and 
two sureties of £50 each, to kaep the 
peace for twelve months. The sureties 
were promptly furnished and Mr. Kelly dis- 
charged. 

Fight on Waddin^ton Alley.— A no- 
torious character, named " Urockey" and a 
Frenchman, indulged in a fight on Wad- 
dingtoti Alley last evening. Officer Blake 
arrested the Frenchman anil locked him 
up; and afterwards returned and nabbed 

Brookey," just as he was getting out of 
the water at Myer's Wharf, into which he 
had fallen while endeavoring to avoid ar- 
rest. Subsequently, a storekeeper at the 
corner of Waddington Alley and Yates 
stieet, was arrested on a charge of assault- 
ing officer Blake, whilot in the discharge of 
his duty. 

Tiger Engine.— Mr. McCann, President 
of the Tiger Engine Company, was circu- 
lating yesterday a subscription list very suc- 
cessfully, in order to afford everybody a 
chance lo contribute their mite to defray the 
company's indebtedness. We learn that he 
will pay a visit to-day to others of our citi- 
zens, so that an opportunity may be given 
to all to swell the Tiger Exchequer. The 
Tigers have expended a very large amount 
of money in their outfit, and we hope their 
laudable efforts to protect the town against 
a conflagration will not pass by unrewarded. 

Coroner's Inquest. — Coroner Dickson 
yesterday held an inquest on the body of 
William Moore, o/i'<W " Big Hill," who died 
suddenly at Esquimalt the day previous. 
A post mortem examination revealed the fact 
that death had been caused bj- the bursting 
of an aneurismal suck into the aorta, or main 
artery, and a verdict was found accordingly. 
The appearance of the heart, we understand, 
was singularly interesting in a medical point 
,,f view— the particulars of which wo will 
give in our next. 

A Shame!— The clerk of the Assembly 
has not received one cent for his services 
since the date of his appointment, although 
the clerks of other departments are being 
paid regularly. The salary of £300 voted 
the clerk of the legislature must have been 
appropriated with the understanding that ho 
was to get it if ho could. As there are no 
pickings connected with his establishment, 
wo are afraid ho will find it a very difficult 
task. 

Discontinued — The public will bo glad 
to learn that the sheet known as the Govern- 
mini (I'mrtte has been discontinued. The 

hi<t number appeared yesterday. The gov- 
ernment printing should be thrown open to 
a luir competition, in order that the public 
money may not be squandered for the pur- 
pose of supporting a sycophantic, favorito.

ARRIVAL, FROM THE RIVER. 



Later from Rook Creek and Quesnolle. 

The steamer Wilson G. Hunt arrived from 
Fraser River about 11 o'clock on Wednes- 
day night, with 50 passengers. 

She brought considerable treasure in the 
Expresses and private hands. JelTray & 
Co. report 811,000; Ballou's Express, 88,000; 
and in private hands, about 815,000. 

The news continues encouraging. Mr. 
Ballou brought down some very coarse gold 
from Rock Creek, in pieces varying from two 
cents to 75 cents in value. 

Capt. JelTray informs us that some men 
have returned from Quesnelle, who sold 
their claims to Chinamen, and are on their 
way homo with "piles." The Chinamen 
are said to be working the mines on an ex- 
tensive scale in the vicinity of the Ques- 
nelle. The news is said to be of a very en- 
couraging nature. Some miners have re- 
turned from Rock Creek, giving an unfavor- 
able account of their experience. The mis- 
fortune seems In be the same that gold-dig- 
gers in other countries have met with — the 
gold has to be washed from the earth, and 
is not to bo scooped up by the shovelful. 
The coal mine at Fort Hope is being pros- 
pected thoroughly. Dewdney's trail to Si- 
milkameen is being pushed ahead as rapidly 
as possible. 

Capt. JefTray has shown us some very fine 
specimens of silver ore from the Greenwood 
Lead. This lead grows still richer the 
deeper the vein is followed. 

The following letter gives a full and com- 
prehensive statement of the items trans- 
piring in British Columbia: 
Later from Hock Creek-Letter from 
W. T Ballou. 
Fort Hope, August 27, 1860. 

Editor British Colonist : — Messrs. 
Kidd & Co.'s train arrived at Hop.' yester- 
day from Rock Creek and the Similkameen 
mines. Mr. Kidd received a letter from 
Mr. Russell of Rock Creek, and was kind 
enough to furnish the following reliable 

HOW THE DIGGINGS PA V. 

Seven or eight claims near the mouth of 
Rock Creek are paying 815 to $20 per day 
to the man. On the Creek, about five miles 
further up, son e claims are paying from So 
to SO per day. The water is so high lhat a 
majority ot trie miners cannot work. From 
C to 20 miles up the river are reported good 
claims; but it will require capital to open 
them. There is on y one claim that is pay- 
ing S100 per day to the man. Miners are 
leaving Rock Creek for Similkameen every- 
day intake up claims ; but as yet the water 
is so high tn that stream and the diggings 
being altogether on the bars, they will not 
be able to work for two weeks yet. Wages 
are from $4 to So per day. 

NEW DIGGINGS. 

Some new diggings have been found in 
that vicinity but nothing that piys hi;:. 
Some men with Mr. Kidd's train speak well 
of the tributaries of the Wehatcba river, and 
say Itiey found a fair prospect. Spaniards 
are at work on lhat stream. 

COST OK PROVISIONS. 

The prices of provisions are :— Flour, 
S20 to $2~> per cwt ; bacon, 45 cents per lb ; 
beef (fresh), 10 to 13 cents per lb; sugar. 
50 cents per lb; coffee, 50 cents per lb; 
beans, S3U per cwt ; nails, 50 cents per lb. 
Other goods in proportion. 

THE ROUTES, ETC. 

Freight from the Dalle", 15 cents per lb; 
they make the trip in 40 days. From 
Seattle the trip can be made in 25 days; 
and from Hope in 20 days. 

A " growler" arrived from Similkameen 
and says that nothing of importance in the 
way of mining has been discovered. 

LATEST NEWS. 

Since writing the above, Mr. H. F. Smith 
has arrived from Bock Creek. He confirms 
the statements of Russell, and says that pro- 
visions have fallen nearly 50 per cent, since 
the date of Russell's letter, and that freight 
is taken from the Dalles to Rock Creek for 
eight cents per lb. ; that a Mr. Aukorney has 
arrived at Rock Creek with a large train of 
pack mules ; tnat there is a good chance for 
steamboatinn from the fails of Okanagon to 
the mouth of Rock Creek : lhat gambling is 
carried on in all shapes at Rock Creek ; 
plenty of provisions and rum at very low 
prices. He says the countiy looks very like 
that around Grass Valley, California. The 
gold is generally coarse— it is found on dio 
bed-rock ; yet the diggings are spotted, and 
in many places good. Some tunnels have 
been started into iho hills, and good pros- 
pects taken out. 

Other parties give contradictory state- 
ments. In all eleven men have anived from 
that quarter to-day.

Gold Discovery at Nanalmo. 

The schooner Alpha arrived from Nanai- 
rno yesterday. Capt. Walker states that a 
parly, led by a resident of Nanaimo, named 
Carey, who bad been out prospecting the 
bars of the Nanaimo river, have returned, 
and report having obtained a fine prospect 
of gold about six miles up that stream. 

Specimens of the gold were brought to 
Nanaimo, and exhibited to the townspeople. 
A great excitement immediately ensued, 
and parties were being organized for the 
new diggings. 

Gold was found some time since on the 
river, but it was thought not to be in paying 
quantities. The prospecting party are said 
to have satisfied themselves that the dig- 
gings will pay good wages.

Sec. 17 and 18 — Each chairman of the 
county commissioners is to act as treasurer 
for all monies, papers and documents be- 
longing to said commission; a yearly state- 
ment of accounts is to he rendered tho Colo- 
nial Secretary. 

Sec. 19 and 20 — Provides for the making 
out of lists ot all persons liable to perform 
labor or furnish animals or implement-;. 

Sec. 21 — Any person may appear belore 
the commissioners and compound for such 
labor aad implements, by paying for a day's 
labor by a man, Gs. ; a day's labor by a horse 

, or ox, ; a day's labor with a cart, wagon 

or plough, . 

Sec. 22 — Any person may provide a sub- 
stitute (other than an Indian), to peiform his 
work , ami the labor of two Indians shall b« 
reckoned as that of one man. 

Sec. 23 — All persons supported at the 
public charge, and all persona incapacitated 
by age or infirmity, not possessed of sulii- 
cient means to provide a substitute, ate ex- 
empt. 

Sec. 21 — Every highway shall be GC> feet 
in width, and no obstruction shall bo per- 
mitted thereon, except such as shall bo ex- 
pressly allowed by an act of the Legisla- 
ture. 

Sec. 23 — The overseer of roads is to ex- 
amine the stale of the highways and report 
lliereon : he shall give three days' notice to 
perform' labor, etc. Any person obstructing 
the said overseer shall be deemed guilty of 
a misdemeanor. 

CHAIN -l! A NO REGULATIONS. 

Clause 23 — Every person on the assess- 
ment roll, after having been notified to ap- 
pear shall appear at the place appointed at 
7 o'clock in the mominti, bringing with him 
his food, an axe, pickaxe, spade, crosscut 
saw, or such of these as the overseer shall 
direct. He shall labor until 5 o'clock in 
the evening, doing such work as directed 
by the ov rseer or his agent, in a proper and 
workmanlike manner, without unnecessary 
remarks or observations, or actions calculated 
to obstruct the proper proceedings of the 
day,- One hour shall be allowed at mid- 
day for refreshment.

One very prevalent motive for praying 
and lighting candles at the tombs is the fear 
the dead may be displeased and cause some 
mischief to surviving friends, should the 
ceremony bo ommitted. Another motive 
somewhat analugoUB, and equally interested, 
is the hope that they may affect some benefits 
for the survivors; for good relations aro 
saints in heaven, and gifted with miraculous 
powers. We are acquainted with an elderly 
lady in the upper ranks of the bourgeoisie of 
Paris, who believes her lost son to be of this 
description ; in fact, tho parish priest has 
told her so, and that he wont up and crowned. 
She is firmly convinced that this son. after 
being prayed to, cured her of a swelled arm, 
for which she was on the point of submitting 
to an operation. This may to some persons 
sound incredible, but it is true, and one of 
the realities of Paris iife. In what degree 
this caso of pious credulity may he regarded 
as a general or exceptional one, we will not 
venture to determine ; but the interested na- 
ture of the prajers offered at the cemeteries 
is so generally acknowledged, that on All- 
Soul's Day the preacher at St. Germain 
l'Auxerrois made it the theme of his discourse 
and at St. Su'pice the hearers were told to 
emulate the English, who prayed with purer 
motives.
